Word has been received by 
the Sacramento State College 
drama department that rights 
for Mourning Becomes Elec 
tra, scheduled for presenta- 
tion this spring, have been 
eancelled by the agent hand«+ 
ling the property in New 
York. This development will 
make necesary a change in 
productions for next semester. 

“Jt seems a shame” said Dr. 
Gerard A. Larson, associate 
professor of speech arts, “that 
Eugene O'Neill's greatest play 
would be held in such a tight 
clutch by some Yahoo in New 
York.

Commercial 
development of the land is re- 
stricted by limited access to

Three years ago a college- 
wide honors program was in- 
itiated at Sacramento State 
College. Students chosen from 
approximately the top 12% 
on the basis of high school 
grades and Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test scores are inter- 
viewed and selected by the 
Honors Committee. 

Dr. Harold Aron, assistant 
professor of psychology, sum- 
marizes the purpose of the 
colegewide honors program in 
these terms: “We have long 


formation,” Miye said simply. 
“I have found out a lot about 
this protein.” 


Miye’s second project is 
nore difficult to define. “One 
factor choosing students 
for the honors program is 


their scores on the SCAT test. 
I'd like to get to know each 
honors student and correlate 
his personal values with other 
facets of his personality as 
measured on the test.

been concerned by the dro- 
pout and academic failure of 
promising students. We have 
tried to provide special clas- 
ses with limited enrollment 
guided by two professors pur- 
posely chosen for their arbi- 
trary viewpoints. There is no 
pressure for grade distribu- 
tion,“ he continued. “Our in- 
tention is to provide all the 
stimulation these students can 
take in the hopes of making 
them inveterate ‘seekers.’ ” 

Especially characteristic of 
this type of honors program 
is the nature of independent 
study projects 

Miye Nakamura, one of the 
two honors graduates for ‘62, 
has two studies underwfy. 
One, in life scieuce, is on De- 
exyribonucleic acid or DNA, 
generally assumed to be the 
basic genetic material. “This 
study is just for my own in- 
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doing a synthesis of material 
relating to Soviet Russia’s 
stand on genetics. 

The paper revolves around 
Troflin D. Lysenko whose 
sudden endorsement by the 
Soviets in 1948 coincided with 
a purge of classic biologists. 
Lysenko’s doctrine was nam- 
ed after Micheurin, a once- 
popular Soviet official. 

“Micheurinism,” McFadden 
explained, “is predicated more 
on the dialectic materialistic 
philosophy of communism 
than on empirical biological 
evidence. The paper examines 
the historical antecedents and 
political ramifications in the 
adoption of the Micheurinist 
doctrine as weil as the bio- 
logical concept involved.” 

Martin Heimke has become 
known as “the mushroom 
man” through his indepen- 
dent study on “the hallucen- 
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egenic effects of certain 
mushrooms.” Helmke is not 
experimenting first-hand with 
the vegetables. “My object- 
tives in this study,” he stated 
“are first to find out what I 
can about this phenomena and 
second to mass sources of in- 
formation for further study. 
The three known types of 
hallucenogenic mushrooms 
are found in Siberia, Wash- 
ington and Mexico,” he con- 
tinued. “They are used mostly 
in local religious rites, but in 
Mexico priests or ‘“curander- 
os” often use them to induce 
hallucinations to learn the 
whereabouts of missing per- 
sons or stray cattle.” 

Mrs. Eleanor Dublirer is 
also interested “in relating 
levels of human behavior, 
There seems to be little com- 
munication,” she said, “be- 
tween. people studying in such 
fields as psychology, sociolo- 
gy, physiology and biochem- 
istry. I feel there are clues 
in each area which can lead 
to clues in other areas.” Mrs. 
Dublirer’s present study is 
based on these assumptions.

stand against the Hornet on 
pacifism per se. However 
because of the irrelevancy of 
this issue to the more import- 
ant issue; namely responsibil- 
ity over the State Hornet, I 
will, consequently, refrain 
from debating pacifism and 
concern myself with the 


issue as previously men- 
tioned. 
Mr. Threewit, what hap- 


pens to freedom of the press 
when it is defined by “titular 
leadership” in terms of “the 
public interest” or the im- 
age which is being conveyed 
to the “outside world”? The 
Board of Directors of the 
Associated Students of Sac- 
ramento State College has 
adhered to the policy that if 
freedom of the press is to 
have any meaning, freedom 
must be defined in terms of 
its immediate availability for 
implementation, and not in 
definitive terms of meta- 
physical verbosity. The stu- 
dent press at Sacramento 
State College is given com- 
plete autonomy to publish 
whatever articles it desires. 
The only stipulation is that 
these be published in com- 
pliance with certain widely- 
accepted journalistic ethics. 

If perchance some point of 
view has been neglected from 
publication, it is because of 
the negligence of those persons 
holding that respective view 
and not because of any editori- 
al or administrative attitude. 
The Hornet press has at no 
time taken a stand on paci- 
fism. It has simply published 
articles submitted to it. I 
would suggest that if your 
feeling is strongly opposed io 
those articles submitted, then 
you submit to the press your 
respective antithesis. 

In conclusion, the Board of 
Dizectors of the Associated 
Students of Sacramento State 
College will never flex their 
muscles for the sake of their 
image to the outside world. 
In my opinion, this is a dras- 
tic contradiction te the con- 
cept of freedom of the press. 
Thank you for your letter.

This week, Edmund G. 
Brown, the man who sits up- 
on the heap of beaurocracy 
that administers the affairs 
of this State, journeyed to 
Washington to call Richard 
Nixon an “opportunist.” 

Nixon, remaining in his 
home area, retorted with 
charges of “inefficiecy and 
bumbling” aimed at the heart 
of Brown's administration. It 
was the most noteable of ex- 
changes to date between the 
two men who are expected to 
contest for California’s gov- 
ernorship. 

The coming gubernatorial 
race should be a typical Cal- 
ifornia political fracas. The 
essence of the battle will be 
uncertainty and confusion. 

Brown apparently has no 
real opposition within dem- 
ocratic Party Circles to his 
running for another term.

Nixon, on the other hand, 
won the State in the past pre- 
sidential campaign and is a 
native of Southern California 
where Brown must gather a 
great bulk of his strengh. But 
this is the paradox of the 
coming election. 

Brown’s supporters are said 
to welcome Nixon to the bat- 
tle. It is said that he is the 
only Republican who can ral- 
ly Democrats around Brown. 
The feeling is that while many 
won't vote for Brown, they’ll 
gladly vote against Nixon. 

Knight, perhaps, could be 
the candidate most likely to 
defeat Brown. But chances 
are he will not make it past 
the primary. Goodie has a 
good deal of popularity a- 
mong Democrats and his can- 
didacy would leave Brown 
without a united party back- 
ing. But Knight lacks strength 
when it comes to GOP Party 
leaders since he has managed 
to rub a good many of them 
the wrong way 

Political “experts” see Nix- 
on and Brown carrying their 
primaries and squaring off 
off next November for the 
showdown. Theoretically 
Nixon will take the gover- 
nor’s seat, hands down. 

But that element of Demo- 
cratic distaste for Nixon 
leaves everyone guessing. The 
outcome is, at best, uncertain. 
And that’s typical in the Gold- 
en State. 
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
